RECORD OF ACTION TAKEN BY THE
CALIFORNIA STATE LANDS COMMISSION
SPECIAL MEETING OF MARCH 21, 2019

Chair Eleni Kounalakis called the special meeting of the California State Lands
Commission to order at 9:10 A.M. at the QLN Conference Center, 1938 Avenida del
Oro, Oceanside, California 92056; also present were Commissioner Betty Yee and
Commissioner Alternate Karen Finn.

REGULAR CALENDAR

ITEM 01: A staff presentation was made to the Commission to consider certification of a
Final Environmental Impact Report; adoption of a Mitigation Monitoring Program,
Statement of Findings, and Statement of Overriding Considerations for the San Onofre
Nuclear Generating Station (SONGS) Units 2 & 3 Decommissioning Project; termination
of Lease No. PRC 6785.1, a General Lease — Industrial Use; and an application for a
General Lease — Industrial Use, of sovereign land located in the Pacific Ocean, San
Onofre, San Diego County; for the use, maintenance, and decommissioning of existing
offshore improvements associated with SONGS Units 2 and 3.

The Commission adopted an amendment to staff’'s recommendation to revise a
mitigation measure, MM CR/TCR-2b: Unanticipated Cultural/Tribal Resources
(Final EIR Part I, p. 4.5-21), as follows. (Underlined text indicates addition;
strikethrough indicates deletion.)

If resources cannot be avoided, a Treatment Plan developed by the archaeologist and
culturally affiliated Tribal representative shall be submitted to CSLC staff for review and
approval prior to further disturbance of the area. The plan shall:

e State requirements for professional qualifications of all cultural resources
specialists and Tribal cultural resource workers.

e |dentify appropriate methods of resource recording, artifact cataloguing, and
analyses.

e Determine appropriate levels of recovery or stabilization of resources.

e Place a priority on the repatriation and curation of recovered artifacts with a local,
culturally-affiliated Tribe, based on the Tribe demonstrating the artifacts will be
stored in a secure facility, in an archivally stable environment, and would be
reasonably available to qualified researchers

e In the event local curation at a Tribal facility is not possible, provide
documentation of an alternative curatorial facility or museum that will be
responsible for the permanent preservation of any unique or sensitive cultural
materials resulting from site recovery and stabilization efforts. Priority shall be
placed on local facilities and facilities with the capability to provide on-site access
to the artifacts to culturally affiliated tribes for ceremonial or other tribal purposes.
The facility selected shall make its best effort to provide such access to culturally
affiliated tribes.




ltem 01 — was approved as amended by a vote of 3-0 (Kounalakis-Yes; Yee-Yes; Finn-
Yes).
